Miners on 6-Day 
Working Week

Washing ton, May 4 —(/I')—Fuels 


Administrator Ickcs today ordered 
a six-day week throughout the coal 
mining industry as work generally 
was rc.-aimcd 
after 
a 
Week-end 


strike crisis. 


The order was telegraphed 
to 


approximately 3,850 mine operators 
now running their properties as 
agents for Ihe government. 


Ickcs said mines failing to oper- 


ate .six days weekly would suffer 
cancellation of Ihe price celling in- 
creases granted them by the Office 
of Price Administration to cover 
the added coals of overtime pay. 
Ickcs' order to mine 
operators 


went out as the first day of a two- 
week temporary truce found 
the 


miners busily digging the war vital 
fuel with Uncle Sam as their new 
boss. The fuel administrator's di- 
rective said: 


"Since maximum prices have re- 


cently been increase! by the Office 
of Price Administration to permit 
operations of mines on a six-day 
week work basis you are to afford 
miners an opportunity to work six 
:lays each week and are lo oper- 
ite mines under your charge on 
hat. basis and to pay time and one- 
lalf or rate and one-half for 
six 


lay of work as heretofore agreed 
ipon by collective bargaining and 
previously cleared by War Labor 
Board. 


"The government is relying upon 


you and all miner employes to exer- 
cise utmost effort in maintaining 
and increasing production of coal 
.so vital lo the winning of the war. 


"If for any justifiable physical or 


operating reason a six-day week 
basis is not feasible, timely appli- 
cation for cxcmploin from this di- 
rective "m&p'be made together with 
full 
supporting statement 
with 


underlying reason.'!. 


"I intend lo recommend to the 


Office of Price Administration that, 
the increase in maximum prices for 
six-day week operation be rescind- 


Russell Islands 
Are Occupied 
by Americans 


Washington, May 4 —(/I1)—Ameri- 


can forces extending their hold on 
the Solomon Islands, have occupied 
the Russell islands which lie im- 
mediately northwest 
of Gpadal- 


canal, the Navy reported today. 


The Russell group, 
which 
in- 


cludes two main islands, lies only 
18 miles from the northwestern tip 
of American occupied Guadalcanal 
at its nearest point. The group is 
less than 100 miles from points in 
the Central Solomons, such as Viru 
harbor and 
Rckata Bay, from 


which the Japanese arc known to 
have operated. 


Navy spokesman declined com- 


ment on the operation, which was 
carried out in February after en- 
emy resistance ceased on Guadal- 
canal, but presumably the Russell 
bases serve as outposts for Amer- 
ican positions on that occupied is- 
land. 


Occupation of the Russell islands 


Axis Predict 
Sardinia, Sicily 
Invasion Soon 


was the second such move lo be 
announced in the lust two weeks. 
On April 23, the

that Marine forces had moved into

Nutritions Greens Easy 
to Grow ASI Summer 


Some nutritionists say that the 


vitamin-rich "green, leafy vegeta- 
bles" should be served in some 
form once a day, to insure that 


. your family has an abundance of 
v' vitamins. 


If this is to bo done, the Victory 


Garden must provide a good vari- 
ety of these leaves; and some of 
the most important of them are 
served as cooked greens. 


1 '.>. Of these, spinach is not the most 
^' important item. It can be grown 


for the early summer, to be har- 
vested before hot weather sends it 
up to seed, but its place on the 
menu will be a few weeks only, 
While other greens can provide 


^3 vitamin-rich 
green 
leaves 
for 


months. 


Swiss chard, a member of the 


beet family, is one of the best. Sown 
in the early spring, it matures in 
45 days. Its leaves may be cut off 


_ nt the ground, and the roots will 


•-" send up new crops until freezing 


kills them. Chard has a distinctive 
Jlavor which some prefer to spin- 
ach, and others do not. 


New Zealand spinach, sown when 


the 'ground warms up, soon pro- 


fit duces huge bushes of green leaves 
v which taste like spinach, and may 


be cut as needed, while the plant 
continues to grow. One full grown 
plant will fill a bushel basket, and 
a row needs plenty of room to 
spread out.

The mustard 
family 
provides 


several varieties of greens. 
One 


known as Tendergrcen will produce 
edible leaves in 21 days from sow- 
ing, and if the roots are left un- 
disturbed will produce eight or nine 


- crops in the season. All the mus- 


••V'tards- are quick growing, and are 


much esteemed in the southern 
states. 


Garden, sorrell is a hardy per- 


emji.al, which will live over winter 
aa*d': produces greens. It does beat 


lv in fcjjht shade. 


One riant of New Zealand Spinach 


Will Fill a Bushel Basket 


Kale is a fall and winter plant. 


Sown in June, the plants set out in 
rows two feet apart, they will pro- 
duce leaves which stand freezing, 
and are improved in llavor by that 
experience. Collards are a mem- 
ber of the cabbage family which 
do not make heads, but leaves with 
cabbage flavor. 


All these varieties of greens are 


rich in minerals and vitamins, and 
are valuable in the diet. It is well 
for the home gardener to plant a 
small quantity of; several kinds so 
that the family does not grow tired 
of greens. All produce a surprising 
quantity of food on small space.
